TEN PONDEROUS, TRAVEL 


WEARY snowmobiles rumbled 
through the streets of Edmonton 
oday, exactly 81 days after pushing 
off into the unknown from Church 
ill, Mann,, a distance of some 200 
niles rh hand-picked thor 
cughly-trained force rolled off into 
the Arctic stretches from the north 
ern Manitoba outpost on Feb. 15 
averaging about 35 miles a day in 
temperatures that fell as low as 50 


degrees below zero 

THE FORCE abandoned the 
snowmobiles Sunday and made the 
final dash from Grande Prairie to 
Edmonton by train. 

Col. P. D. Baird, 34-year-old 


Montreal officer commanding “op- 
eration Muskox” had planned on 
completing the historic trek across 
the gigantic hinterlands of the 
north by May 5, but the battle 
against the elements held up his! 
parka-clad party at several points 
along a route of comparatively vir- 
gin territory. Blinding blizzards, 
mounting snowdrifts, treacherous 
ice, muddy swamps and even mos- 
quitoes were among the difficulties 


encountered by the crew, causing 
delays, at times, of several hours 
ACCORDING TO the department 
of national defence, the inverted 
horseshoe trail was pioneered by 
the Muskoxers to test the “mobi 
lity and efficiency of armed forces 
in northern regions ind under 
Arctic conditions.” Deeper mili- 
tary aspects of the expedition, 
however, were veiled by an official 
silence, forging a chain of conjec- 


ture whose links stretched from Ot 
tawa to Washington London to 
Moscow,
